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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments are not persuasive, 
especially in view of the applicant's narrow interpretation of the claims. Applicant argues that Olson (US 5838338) does not teach or 
sugest a print media guide having a print media contact surface coincident with a print surface of the inkjet printhead. Olsen teaches a 
print media guide (element 26 of figure 1); this section of the printer guides the paper into the print zone (figure 1, element 25 and column 
6 ( lines 14-31). The surface of the print media guide has contact with print media and is coincident with the print surface. Examiner 
aruges that there is motivation for the apparatus of Silverbrook et al. (US 6439908) with the modification of Olsen, as it is imperative that 
the media be guided with accuracy into the print zone so that an image is printed with correct alignemnt on the paper.
